Not Made In Factories. 


A man who bad Been in plotnial milk- 


Ing stools occupied by milkmaids engaged 
in milking cows that stood placidly 
snitching oft a fly now and then and look- 
ing fjjpiyslly out BPPJI a lovely summer 
landsjjajft thought tbJiimselr that, taking' 
into amount the^iraonnou^'iitfinber of 
oowsTin this country that were daily 
milked, there must; be an enormous num- 
ber of milking stools used, and theiefora 
that the milking stool must be a consider- 
able item of manufacture, and that It 
might even b* that there were factories 
thatiuadtfngtbiugjelso),; Jftith thi*idea in. 
miBd hVs&'bnt tofget sottjeffacts coiparn, 
ing the tbiBo jii mUkih(f (tools. At twa 
establishments for the sale of dairy sup- 
plies, where J^e saw-a great variety of all 
p.orts of things for dairy use, the inquirer 
was informed that they did not sell milk- 
ing stools and had "never heard of them 
as an article of trade. It wait quite true 
thntthoro'wo^'niiiny thousands of them 
in daily use;.But they were made iby the 
farmers, themselves. It wouldn't pay to 
make them to sell, cheaply us they could 
be made, because the farmer could make 
them cheaper still, and there was no ocoat; 
sion tor him to buy ft thing, that he could 
make in a very short' time. for nothing or 
next to nothing.

The most elaborate of milking stools 


would' be* tone made bf a' jiiece-of board Or 
plank with the corners rounded off, mak- 
ing the stool roiiBtJi orprafltlcally so, and 
into-the under side of it would bo bored, 
not quite through; throe or four auger 
boles. Into these boles would be driven 
pegs for legs. But not all milking stools 
.are so elaborate a* this. Two dairymen 
whp.were mkoii for'information on the 
subject said that they had never seen a 
milkfuj stool, (or Mle In any itore, city or 
country ;^hat every farmer made his own, 
and that'it might be gomething far sim- 
pler still than the milking stool with legs. 
It might be simply .a handy small box, or 
it might be a short stick of wood with ft 
piece at board nailed across one end. A 
stool* tft-f-faSlg%'^W'W)TSF 4. 
board. Whatever it was, -the milking stool 
was something that was found or oould be 
made on the farm. ; 
"No such thing as an ornamented milk- 


Ing stool of any kind?" uuked the inquirer. 


"There's generally some cow in the 


herd tlmt does whatever ornamenting 
there is done," said pne of the dairyrnjen^ 
afefl frota this tho inquirur was led to infer 
that the oowdoos not always stand placid- 
ly, lazily switching off. a.fly and gazing 
drowsily meanwhile off upon a peaceful 
summer landscape, but that there Is now 
and then a cow that occasion ally rears 
and tears and upsets the milk poll and 
kicks the milking stool into very small 
slivers.

Inquiry at the ofBpos of .two large dairy 


establighinentg ellpltod the saino informa- 
tion. Indeed, It wau not until tbe inquir- 
er had sought tho establishment of a whole- 
sale chair manufacturer that he found the 
nillking stool produced as an article of 
irade. The stool so made is a disk of wood 
•pith short, turned legs, culled by tho more 
luphonioua name of the milkraaid'a stool, 
and sold, finished in tho natural wood, 
not for milking /purposes, but in oity 
ftores, to woman who paint, enamel and 
•rnament them in one way and another or 
idorn them with ribbons, making of them 
jseful or'decorative articles of furaitura.

WITH THE GRAND ARITTY. 


Although, this city is not represented 


at the annual Grand Army encamp- 
ment at Cincinnati this -week t.here is 
more than the usual interest shown in 
Its results. The meeting this time has 
a war not its own to discuss, and none 
Jcnow how.to appreciate and rejoice in 
American victory more than those who 
have themselves fought and suffered be- 
fore to make such a victory possible. 
Gradually the ranks of the veterans are 
thinning, but their patriotism remains 
with all the strength of former ser- 
vice for Its sake. 


The question of admitting the vet- 


erans of this latest war into the or- 
ganization of the Grand Army la to be 
discussed. From early indications it 
seems probable that the national en- 
campme'nt will vote against this. Not 
from any failure to realize the common 
cause and patriotism, but from the 
difference in conditions between the 
t\\o armies of veterans, which might 
make united effort less effective in this 
case. The younger veterans will prob- 
ebly find it an advantage to have an 
organization of their own, but the two 
•will operate in common for many of 
the same interests, and in hearty sym- 
pathy.

The Introduction of Major "Whipple's 


name to the sheriff discussion was ac- 
cepted as a lively suggestion. It was 
interesting, but not practical, inasmuch 
as'nobody believed that the major him- 
self would consider the matter. He is 
at present a deputy sheriff under Sh^r- 
iff Fuller, and recognizes the excel- 
lence of the sheriff's record, on which

term. Major "Whipple is agreed to be 
at present one of the strongest men in 
Berkshire county for vote getting of 
any sort, as is natural and gratifying 
from his war record. But the major 
declines to use that record to antago- 
nize the interests of a man who has 
served the county well, and who, there 
is every reason to believe, will serve It 
well arfain.

Meanwhile, the major has departed 


from Berkshire for a short time to 
visit the camp at Montauk, and then to 
recuperate in the Adirondacka. In his 
absence political talk and war records 
are at liberty to mingle pleasantly, with 
no chance to bf disturbed by what their 
subject might be able to say if he were 
here. The only comment heard on this 
movement is that if it is a political 
move, it is too politically political to 
harmonize with a blunt war record, 
such as war records must be to be ef- 
fective. But coining down to serious 
comment, but one opinion is heard. 
And that is that Major Whipple has 
the hearty good will of the county, that 
Berkshire will be glad to show its ap- 
preciation in any way that it can, and 
that Major "Whipple has but to allow 
the way to be named. If he does this 
it will certainly be in a way that will 
increase the respect and patriotic es- 
teem with which he is already regard- 
ed. Adams had already begun seriously 
to discuss him as a representative can- 
didate, and whether they have a chance 
to vote for him or not, they will man- 
age to show their appreciation when- 
ever the time comes.

The world has learned 
that human rights are broader than the 
boundaries of any one nation. 


Tbe Giand Army of the Republic 


was the pioneer of a peculiar type of 
military society. The nearest approach 
to it is among the Confederate vet- 
erans, where local associations have 
within a few years developed a national f 
society. In both cases the Inspiration 
sprang1 from fraternal and benevolent 
motives. The comradeship born in the 
long struggle of arms proved a tie too 


. strong to be sundered by time. "These 
are the people I love best of any on 
earth," fs the veteran'3 way of referring 
to former comrades. 


An army society, perhaps more than 


one, win naturally result from the mus- 
ter of so many volunteers of the Span- 
Ish-Amcrlcan war. It Is not generally 
"known that the first permanent military 
society of the ctvil war was formed IP 
the Third army corps (Federal) at (he 
front in 1862. This society, cai'ed the 
Thiid Aimy Corps union, meets annu- 
ally on May 5, the anniveisary of the 
battle of WllHamsbuiff. 
The* second 


society, organized during the war, was 
that of the Army of the T^nnesbee, 
which is still in existence. The pre- 
liminary meeting of the Tennessee vet- 
erans was held in the state capital at 
Kalefgh duiing: the Federal occupancy 
of that city in April, 1863. The objects 
of the organization were declared to he 
to Keep alive and preserve kindly and 
cordial feeling among ofhceia ot' the 
Army of the Tennessee, to hold their 
fame nnd glory as a eacred trust and to 
relieve the families of officers who fell

Soldier* of all ranks are

Probably tbe moat striking event in 


the history or wars was the Joint re- 
union of the veterans of the Army of 
the Potomac and the murvivora of the 


mon victory some of the Richmond vet- 
erans invited thp Grand Army boys to 
accept the hospitalities of their old cap- 
ital. Taking the cue from the Yankees, 
the Richmond soldiery organized Lee 
Camp of Confederate Veterans. Other 
camps sprung up, and a few years ago 
a strong national society was effected 
under the peisonal leadership of Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon of Georgia. Aux- 
iliary institutions of sons and daughter , 
of veterans simllaf to thoi,e in the n-^rih 
have taken root in the south, uinl but 
for the contrast of colors worn and the 
arrangement of the hues of heaven In 
the battlcflags borne in their proces- 
sions it would be difficult to toll on 
which side the veterans fougiit who 
throng the cities on each annual re- 
union. And at this date it makes no 
difference, for the sons of the blue and 
tbe sons of the gray are, now ranged 
side by side under one flag.

Societies o£ veterans of former wars 


have been in existence for two or three 
generations, but their net!vities have 
been confined to occasional reunions.

meeting in 1895 only one of tho original 
members was present. Societies of Mex- 
ican vetoranH have (tprung up in several 
stales, the more important being thoffe 
of Illinois and California. Reunion gath- 
erings are held annually In those states, 
also in Missouri and In severe I larife 
cities. In the, military associations thus 
far mentioned there has bnen^no at- 
tempt to dircrimmate in the matter of 
service. An honorable dischai£« from 
the nrmy or navy i-howlng Fnrvico 
during the war period hca beta held as 
a proof of m«rit»ririu» sctv.ce. Some 
years ago an association called the T.rn- 
ion Veteran Legion was orjronl^di with 
the avowed purpose of establishing a 
service merit. Tho membership Is re- 
stricted to veterans who served contin- 
uously for two years or were discharg- 
ed on account of wounds received In 
battle. This order has established a na- 
tional organizntlon, but the member- 
ship la comparatively small owing to 
the fact that the Grand Army has tha
